RICE'S IMPROVED APPLE MACHINES. 



A great saving is effected by the use of these machines ; variously estimated at one-half to two pounas 
per bushel of apples. 

The apples are pared, cored and then trimmed while whole and may be bleached before slicing. 

The parer is a " turn table," using a straight knife, and is provided with a guard that can be easily re- 
newed. This is the part that wears away so quickly on the ordinary turn-table machines and as soon as it is 
worn much it is impossible to take a thin paring. 

A gentleman of large experience estimates that "a straight knife pares away not more than one-half as 
much of the apple as the round knife in common use on the ring slicing machines," and at a trial at the 
Duffy Cider Co's evaporator at Rochester, N. Y., we made from fifteen to seventeen per cent, more fruit 
from ten bushels of apples than was made from the same number of bushels prepared by a ring slicing ma- 
chine, and the time spent in paring, coring, trimming and slicing was but six hours, making the cost per 
bushel, at the wages paid at that factory, but three cents. 

Three persons can pare, core and trim from forty to sixty bushels per day, and the cost of* slicing does 
not exceed one-half cent per bushel. 

Late last season I sold a set of machines to Whipple & Webster, of Parma, N. Y., and they write that if 
they could have had my machines during the season they would have saved four hundred dollars by their use. 

We have tried to make a durable machine by babbetting the main bearings, protecting them from the 
acid, &c. 

We use brass corers, screwed into the machine so that different sizes can be used. 

The fork shaft revolves on a T \ inch pin, three inches long, and is oiled by unscrewing the fork, and it is 
impossible for any acid to touch this, the most impoitant bearing of the machine. 

Two turns of the crank pares and cores the apple, and we believe the coring is done better than when 
separate machines are used, yet when desired we furnish them separate. 

Butler & Anderson, of Pembroke, N. Y., write that for two weeks one man averaged 70 bushels per day. 

Patrick Farnan, of Charlotte, N. Y., says that he pared 4000 bushels with one of them last season, and 
on a wager he pared 150 bushels in sixteen hours. • 

The corer uses the same brass corers that are used in the combined machine, and has many advantages 
over the cords in common use. 

We can slice very rapidly on the "Reversible Slicer," one-half turn of a crank slices an apple, and so 
easily that a boy or girl of ten years can work it. 

Mr. Conklin, of Wolcott, N. Y., says that a boy in his factory sliced 125 bushels in one day, and aver- 
aged over 100 bushels for days together. 

We use brass knives, and as the machine is reversible, there are two complete set in each machine. 
These knives are strained tight by the set screws at the end of the machine and in consequence may be used 
until worn very thin. 

Brass knives will wear much longer than steel ones and we can furnish them for all machines sold last 
year. Such repair knives ?re off-set ai the center and are easily inserted. 

We recommend this slicer to do as good work and do it as cheap as any of the expensive slicers in use.
